ment functioning smoothly, But this was not to he. Resi 
Those on council who were out to “get him” made life al- 
most unbearable for him . It was apparent that this situ- 
ation could not go on indefinitely and it didn’t. One evyen- 
ing the council met and a majority voted to dismiss the 
engineer, just on general principles. And they were 
general principles because all the time the engineer was 
being villified, no one was able to come up with a plau- 
sible reason for it... -. Nor did council of that day show 
good cause when it eventually got around to serving 
notice of dismissal. 

Word of the town's treatment of its engineer spread 
throughout the profession and there was quite a period of 
time during which its members looked somewhat askance 
at Lindsay as a place to seek employment, This has since 
peen pretty well lived down... -- Residents hope it won't 
happen again. 

SUMMER THEATRE FOR LINDSAY 

The Lindsay Little Theatre group has announced its 
intention of bringing summer theatre to Lindsay - a sea- 
son of weekly plays eprsented by the Straw Hat Players 
who have earned an enviable reputation for themselves. 
We hope they are successful in their undertaking and 


believe this feeling will be shared by many people through- 


out the district who would like to be able to enjoy good 
plays but who, for various reasons, haven't been able to 
get to those more distant points where such entertainment 
is available. 

Introduction of weekly plays at the Academy 
Theatre, the town’s oldest show house, might well be a 
stepping-stone to still greater use of this building which 
has been a part of Lindsay's entertainment life for years. 

The success enjoyed by the Community Concerts 
Association in bringing outstanding theatrical talent to 
Lindsay indicates there is a ready following and, since the 
association's program functions only during the fall- 
winter-spring season, many of its members would probab- 
ly welcome summer theatrical productions. Then, too, 
there is the attraction such a program would hold for the 
tourists in the district - Lindsay should be the centre of 
entertainment for these people and this is one way to 
make it so. 

Looking over old files of “The Post’, frequent re- 
ferences are made to “amateur talent programs’? which 
were staged at the Academy. It is evident from the reports 
that these ventures were highly successful and had great 
appeal. This is another avenue of entertainment which 
might be revived and developed to an even greater ex- 
tent than in the past. 

The Lindsay Little Theatre group, the annual Kiwanis 
musical comedy productions and so forth, clearly indicate 
that this district is rich in talent..... . It is a natural re- 
source which should be developed as fully as possible for 
the enrichment of community life. 


EVERYBODY'S AN ENGINEER... 

We have often thought that apart from being a 
newspaperman one of the world’s most thank-less 
jobs is probably that of being a civil engineer for a 
town. These unfortunate creatures went to college, 
obtained their degrees in engineering and eventually 
graduated under the impression that they were skilled 
in their profession. But they didn’t reckon on two 
things: (1) sidewalk superintendents and (2) the fact 
that a lot of people are engineers at heart. Frequently 
they do not become aware of this situation until they 
are engaged as town engineer by some municipality 
and are called upon to build a sidewalk or a roadway. 
It is then that they discover just how many sidewalk 
superintendents and engineers-at-heart there are in 
the average community, everyone of them avowing 
they could do a sight better than the man who was 
especially trained for the job. Tt the uninitiated, this 
is a heart-breaking discovery and many a promising 
young engineer just can’t take it. 


Lindsay has been fortunate these last few years in 
having a seasoned and skilled civil engineer to guide it 
through some troublesome expansion problems. At 
the same time Town Engineer Timberlake has brought 
about several noteworthy improvements to existing ser- 
vices. An example of this is to be found wherever new 
curbing has been installed at intersections. Now, in- 
stead of being replaced in the customary manner with 
the curbing bent at such a sharp angle that motorists 
had to get halfway across a street before attempting 
a turn, they are gradually rounded, allowing a safer, 
convenient cornering. There are numerous examples 
of really excellent work having been carried out by 
Lindsay's Works Dept. and we believe it is time the 
engineer and his men were given a well-deserved 
citation for many jobs well done. 


Tt is one thing to criticize another’s work but quite 
a different thing to do as good a job if suddenly tossed 
into the breach. A man in publie office soon learns that 
to please everyone is impossible and that to do the 
best possible thing for the greatest number of people 
must be his main objective.

Museum of Typography was laid in Mainz, the city that 
is generally considered the birthplace of the art of modern 
printing. Its pioneer, Johann Guttenberg, lived in Mainz 
for many years. In addition to housing the contents of 
the old Gutenberg Museum of Mainz, the new building will 
contain displays illustrating the development of printing 
through the centuries, an ancient paper factory and a 
modern printing plant. Its most precious possession is 
to be an original copy of the famous so-called’ 42-line 
Gutenberg Bible. Only 185 copies of it were printed 
between 1452 and 1455, and of them only a few still exist. 


The Mayor of Mainz, Herr Stein, officiating at the 
ceremony, expressed his thanks to the International Gut- 
enberg Society for its help in this project. This group has 
raised DM (Deutsche Marks) 750,000 towards a building 
fund. The entire cost of the project is estimated at DM 
5,000,000, half of which will be borne by the city of Mainz.

PROVINCIAL SALES TAXES COMPARED 

Ontario’s taxpayers, faced with a new retail sales tax 
next September may take some comfort from the fact that 
Ontario's tax is generally not as onerous as that of the 
other seven provinces levying the retail sales tax. (Alberta 
and Manitoba still have not imposed this tax), The rates 
and exemptions are compared in a chart just released by 
CCH Ganadian Limited, national reporting authority on 
tax and business law. 

The rates in the eight provinces vary from a low of 
2% (in certain outlying districts of the Province of Que- 
pec), to a high of 5% in British Columbia, Newfoundland 
and, (after April 1), Nova Scotia. 
sale in Ontario is 17 cents; in the other provinces the min- 
imum varies from 11 cents in Quebec to 25 cents in Prince 
Edward Island, says the CCH report. 

Although all the provinces exempt food from the sales 
tax the exemption does not extend to meals served in 
hotels, restaurants, etc. Ontario exempts such meals 
where the price is $1.50 or less. British Columbia, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island tax 
meals costing more than a dollar, but Saskatchewan taxes 
all meals costing 15 cents or more while Newfoundland 
taxes 17 cent meals! Although Quebec exempts meals 
from the retail sales tax, it imposes a special 5% tax on 
meals costing 60 cents or more. 

Children’s clothing is exempt from tax in all the pro- 
vinces except Saskatchewan, according to the CCH chart. 
Patent drugs are exempt from the tax in Nova Scotia, 
Prince Edward Island and Saskatchewan. The other pro- 
vinces exempt only drugs purchased on prescription. 
Nova Scotia alone, of all the provinces levying sales 

tax, exempts motor vehicles and parts including tires and 


tubes, says CCH. the 


UNEMPLOYMENT AND IMMIGRATION 
In contrast to the“attitude of labour leaders in general 
towards immigration is a recent statement of Dr. Eugene 
Forsey, research director of the Canadian Congress of 
Labour, that, during times of heavy immigration, unem- 
ployment in the country was low. Immigrants, he

the right of the individual to equality before the law 
and the protection of the law;

Here is provided for the protection of all Canadians, 
that except by an Act of Parliament, no law of Canada 
shall: 

authorize the arbitrary imprisonment or exile of a 
person; 

impose any cruel and unusual treatment or punish- 
ment; 

deprive a person of the right to be informed promptly 
of the reason for his arrest, of the right to counsel without 
delay or of the remedy of habeas corpus; 

compel a person to give evidence if he is denied 
counsel or protection against self crimination; 

deprive a person of the right to a fair hearing in ac- 
cordance with the principles of fundamental justice; 

deprive a person of the right to be presumed innocent 
in a fair and public hearing by an impartial tribunal, or of 
the right to a reasonable bail without just cause; deprive 
a person of the right to an interpreter,

time when the enemies of free men everywhere mock the 
words of freedom, Canadians can proclaim with pride in 
words from the Canadian Bill of Rights the certain defin- 
ition of their liberties and their lasting ideal for this and 
future generations.”

HOUSE PLANTS 
MOVE OUTDOORS 

Wait until all danger of 
frost is past before moving 
any house plants outdoors, ad- 
vise horticulturists with the 
Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture, 

These four plants do well 
for the summer months but 
they have special needs. 

Chrysanthemums (the 
hardier potted ‘mums) may be 
grown outdoors. When the 
plants are through flowering, 
cut them back 3 or 4 inches. 
Continue watering them and, 
when the the danger of frost is 
past, set them in the garden. 
jee should bloom in the fall 
}of the same year, but if 
flowering is too late, they 
should be dug and potted for 
indoor display. 

Azaleas should be placed in 
acid soil or peat when moyed 
outdoors. Partial shade is 
recommended. Feed them 
every 2 weeks (1 ounce of 
iron sulphate and 1 ounce of 
amonium sulphate in 3 gallons 
of water). Bring them inside 
in the fall and store in a well- 
lighted, 45 degree F. location. 
The temperature should be in- 
creased to 60 degree around 
New Year's. 

Christmas Cherry should be 
set about 16 inches apart in 
the garden. 
water and fertilizer in moder- 
|ate amounts (excessive nitro- 
gen fertilizer promotes too 
much foliage and slows down 
flowering and the setting of 
| berries). The fruit-set is poor 
indoors, so the plants must 
flower and set fruit during the 
summer, if they are to look 
their best. 

For geraniums, the garden 
is merely a resting site. When 
this favourite has ceased flow- 
ering, move it indoors. Most 
of the leaves will have drop- 
ped by fall. Cut the plants 
back at this time and place 
them inside once more. 

Warped Records

Nothing yet discovered grows lashes where there are none. 
Eyelash creams are useful, however. They keep the lashes 
supple and this helps to prevent breakage. 


False lashes really are 


your only out. Made of real 


hair on almost invisible stripping, new ones are designed 
for a natural effect. But it’s all in the way you apply them. 


First off, trim false lashes to a length that suits your 
face. They are made in exaggerated lengths, just so they 
can le adjusted to the individual. In trimming, taper the 
lashes — narrow them gradually from the outer to the in- 


ner corners. Then clip the 


tips of every third or fourth 


lash. In reality, lashes are never even, 


Sometimes, although trimmed, lashes still look too 
much of a muchness. That is a cue to use only a section— 
about three-quarters of an inch at the outer corners, This 
results in a featherery sweep, 


(Caution: Trim Jashes in the hand, never while affixed.) 


After applying lashes, brush them and whisk on a bit 
of mascara. In that way, the fake and the real become in-

SERUM CHOLESTEROL AND 
ATHEROSCLEROSIS 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Al- 
though I am otherwise quite 
healthy, I have a higher-than- 
normal cholesterol reading. 
A friend told me you discussed 
cholesterol in a recent col 
umn. I was happy to hear that 
a high cholesterol doesn’t al- 
ways guarantee future trou- | 
ble. Did he misquote you? 
Mr. W., Miami, Fla, 


Answer: Too many people 
with high readings are steeped 
in anxiety and fear. Although 
a high cholesterol is nothing to 
pass off lightly, neither is it 
something to cry about. 


I think doctors have some- 
times been guilty of over- 
stressing the connection be- 
tween high cholesterol and 
atherosclerosis (disease of the, 
arteries). We should give 
you the other side, too. 


For example, an article} 
from the Canadian Medicali 
Journal, written by Dr. J. ©, 
Paterson and associates: The 
performed autopsies on 19 
patients who had been per:

EGG YOLK 
COLOR CHART 

Discriminating tastes of the 
Canadian. consumer are being 
pampered—eyen to the shade 
of yellow of egg yolks. 

Though the color of the yolk) s 
has no effect on the food value 
of the egg, many people find 
a pale yellow yolk unappetiz- 
ing and others object to a dark 
yellow color. 

With this in mind, the Poul- 
try Products Division of the 
Canada Department of Agri- 
culture has come up with a 
yolk color chart which may yet 
become a standard in the in- 
dustry. 

Color of an egg yolk is de- 
termined by the pigment in 
the feed offered to the hens. 

Thus, if the eggs being laid 
by a specific flock are prov- 
ing unpopular with house- 
wives because of the color of 
their yolks, the problem can 
be overcome easily by altering 
the diet. 

D, A. Fletcher, special pro- 
jects officer with the Poultry 
Division, started the task of 
creating a new yolk color 
chart more than three years 
ago. 

Working closely with the 
National Research Council’s 
paints and oils research labor- 
atory, he tested about 200 
shades of yellow before settl- 
ing on a representative group | 0 
of 15. 

Having determined the 15 
shades of yellow, Fletcher and 
his colleagues put the colors 
on metal disks, each of which 
contained a hole the size of a} 
yolk to facilitate the job of 
identifying the kind of eggs 
preferred by the average con- 
sumer. 

Visitors to the Royal Winter 
Fair in Toronto, asked their 
preference in yolks, unani- 
mously selected numbers six 
‘o 10 on the color scale—re- 
jecting the top five as too dark 
and the bottom five as “an- 
aemic’”. 

Not only could the new co- 
lor chart set a standard for all 
of Canada, but it could be used 
to good advantage in the fro- 
zen egg business _where . the 
color of the yolk is an import-| 
ant factor. 

Given wide application, the 
shart should result 
more palatable eggs for the 
breakfast table.

RUSSIA PUTS MAN INTO SPACE 

Russia has put a man into space and brought him 
safely back, The Soviet news agency Tass has announced 
that a Soviet astronaut was blasted into orbit around the 
earth this morning and landed safely somewhere in the 
Soviet Union. The announcement says a five-ton space- 
ship took the Soviet Astronaut into an orbit over South 
America and South Africa at altitudes ranging from 109 
to 187 miles. Official sources say the flight lasted one 
hour and 48 minutes, The Astronaut is a 27-year old 
major in the Soviet Air Force named Yuri Gagarin. 
Gagarin is the hero of the day in the communist world. 
On landing, Moscow radio reports him as saying ~ “1 Feel 
well, Ihave no injuries or bruises.” The so-called

garin is a moulder and foundry man by trade but won his 
pilot’s wings with the Soviet Air Force in 1957.

AN INTERESTING PROPOSAL ; 
A suggested tax holiday for all Canadians as a 


stimulant for the present sluggish state of the national 
economy is indeed an interesting proposal by the Cana- 
dian Chamber of Commerce, It is uate which makes 
appealing reading, causes pleasant visions to BUBeAC 
pefore the tax-bleary eyes of Mr. and Mrs. Canadian 
and, had it come from a party aspiring to office, might 
have ensured its election, except with one thing si. . 
the opposing parties would likely come up with a 
matching offer. 

When the average Canadian citizen files their in- 
eome tax return it undoubtedly gives them a bit of a 
turn when they realize just how much of their 
earnings are actually forfeited to the federal goyern- 
ment. They don’t like it when they gerne face 
to face with the fact that a significant slice of their 
hard-earned money is not theirs at all but belongs to 
the state. What is worse, in many cases it is demanded 
by the state before it is really due and the unfortunate 
taxpayer gets not a penny of interest for the loan of 
his money. ( We refer to wage earners whose tax is 
collected weekly at the source of earnings whereas 
income tax is not legally due until April 80th of the 
year following that in which the income was earned.) 


But to get back to the proposal... 

The effects of such an arrangement would un- 
doubtedly have some quick but fleeting effect on the 
nation’s business, Extra cash has the effect of per- 
mitting greater spending and this would likely follow 
any mass tax holiday. However, there are certain 
aspects of the idea which might not make it as effect- 
jve as envisioned. One of these is the fact that among 
the lower income groups such a tax holiday would 
not have a salutory effect — the amount they would 
saye each week wouldn’t permit any great upsurge 
in buying and ,since those in the higher income 
brackets usually aren't in immediate need of things, 

* the economic impact of the maneuver might fall flat. 
Of course, in order to appraise the merit of the pro- 
posal fairly, a careful study of its implications would 
have to be made. 


In the meantime, most Canadians would un- 
doubtedly welcome any relief from not only visible 
taxation but those insidious hidden taxes which tax 
such a toll of their financial resources. 


BETTER LATE THAN NEVER 
BUT PRETTY LATE NEVERTHELESS 

There are indications that the people in the Halibur- 
ton region and areas affected below that highland county 
may be in line for some attention relative to low water 
levels which have become increasingly serious. The adage 
“better late than never” probably applies in this case but 
it is pretty late nevertheless. 

Extremely low and inconveniencing water levels in the 
region haye existed for many years but the long-suffering 
residents got liftle more than “the run around” whenever 
they protested.

When actual steps have been taken to remedy the situ- 
ation, we will be among the first to “give credit were 
credit is due”. In the meantime we will continue to be 
interested observers, ready to continue to press for 
remedial action in this troublesome situation should the 
most recent assurances of such not bear fruit. 


IT WAS LEARNED FROM THE INDIANS 

How many people who enjoy one of Canada’s 
national springtime dishes — maple syrup — know 
that the art of tapping the sugar maple and “sugaring 
off” was learned from the North American Indians 
early in the 18th century? Most persons probably 
haven't been particularly curious to know how the 
maple syrup industry was born but were content with 
the fact that it was and they liked its products. A few, 
especially those who spent their childhood or some of 
their adult years in rural areas, were likely content 
with the knowledge that by taking a brace and bit, 
drilling into a hard maple tree in springtime, inserting 
a spigot and attaching a pail, sap could be harvested 
and converted to syrup. 

It has remained for the Dept. of Lands and Forests 
to call attention to the fact that the maple syrup in- 
dustry is a product of Indian creativity. While the 
department doesn’t enlarge on how the Indians first 
became aware of the sugar maple’s potential, it may 
have been purely accidental ... Some brave may have 
driven his hatchet into a tree in the spring, drawn it out 
and noted the liquid oozing from the cut. Curious, 
he possibly collected some on one of his fingers and 
tasted it. He liked what he sampled and from there 
on various experiments led to his discoyery of how to 
boil down the sweet, pale sap to a thick brown con- 
sistency which made a tasty delicacy for the tribe. 

The industry has progressed a lot since those days 
and method of “sugaring off’’ have altered greatly. 
At one time the gathering of sap was an arduous 
task .., The trees would be tapped, daily rounds of the 
trees made with a horse-drawn stone boat hauling a 
big collection container over the route and bringing the 
sap to the place chosen for converting it to syrup. 
When the sap run was on long hours were put in and 
often the glow of a “sugaring off” fire would be seen 
in the bush at night. But there was a lot of pleasure 
attached to it too... The fun of being very close to 
hature as she awakened from the long night of winter. 

But, the department reminds us, there have been 
many changes in the way the maple syrup harvest is 
carried out... The industry has developed such in- 
novations as plastic tubing, attached from tree to 
tree, to eliminate much of the heavy work of sap col- 
lecting, as well as avoid wasting sap from overflowing 
buckets. 
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Reports and Remarks... 


Inflation has hit the maple syrup industry like 
most other things and whereas a gallon of good syrup 
once brought from $2 to $2.50, the price range is now 
from $5 to $8 per gallon, But even so, it is unlikely 
those who have savoured of this woodland treat for 
a sweet tooth will miss having just a taste this spring. 
And as they relish it, they will probably feel a deep 
sense of gratitude to the North American Indian for 
having taught their ancestors how to make maple 
Syrup. 

IN DAYS OF RECENT YORE.....~ 


There has been much speculation concerning the out- 
come of the prolonged budget-setting deliberations of 


_ Lindsay council's finance committee. And it is truly spec- 


ulation because very few people really know what is 
taking place. ... . The whole operation is being carried out 
in a manner far different from the method employed so 
satisfactorily afew short years ago. 

During the budget-setting days of recent yore, the 
whole council got down to the business at hand. There 
were a few meetings, sometimes two or three late sittings 
of council, and the budget was set. Even the press was 
welcomed to these meetings and every effort was made to 
ensure that its representatives were as well informed on 
what was taking place as council itself. Newsmen were 
furnished with budget sheets so they could record the 
estimates established for the various town departments. 
Usually these sheets contained the figures for the pre- 
vious year and showed the net result of the year’s opera- 
tional in terms of the departmental budget and the actu- 
al spending by the department. 

Why this practical method of keeping council and 
the public abreast of budget-setting developments was 
abandoned, no one seems to know. However, it does seem 
to reflect an undesirable trend in government circles at 
all leyels to administer “in private”, feeding the public 
such information as the government feels is suitable for 
its consumption. This leads to complexities and instead 
of government business being the simple, honest and 
direct thing it should be, it becomes filled with obscurities. 

A return to the open-handed method of setting 


Lindsay’s budget would eliminate a lot of internal strife ” 


‘and public uncertainty, the presence of which in Lindsay’s 


case is as plain as the nose on your face. Surely there 
is no need to to be secretive about the town’s finances... 
They are not a private matter. 


IT DOESN‘T WORK OUT THAT WAY 

The chances of Lindsay taxpayers getting a lower tax 
rate this year now seem very unlikely but this probably 
won't come as a surprise to those who have been observing 
developments on the municipal financial front. A town 
cannot be called upon to spend more without seeking 
additional revenue - It doesn’t work out that way. And it 
was pretty apparent to anyone with half an eye that Lind- 
say was obliged to a far greater extent than it was a year 
ago. 

Early in the budget-setting stage it was indicated that’ 
public and high schools were going to require consider- 
ably more money to carry on... . - There was evidence at 
the 1960 nomination meeting that Lindsay was carrying 
a pretty hefty debenture load. .... : Some departments 
were clearly going to demand more of the tax dollar in 
UO Gtererarcte A deficit had to be cleared up... Victoria 
County required more from the town as its share of 
county expenses ... . .Practically everywhere the town 
turned there was a hand out for more. 

The re-assessment of Lindsay last year increased the 
total assessment of the town and will provide it with 
considerable additional revenue if the tax rate remains 
the same in 1961 as it did in 1960. If the re-assessment 
hadn’t been carried out, the rate would have increased 
substantially this year on the basis of current budget 
demands. 

What of the future? Will the position of the taxpayer 
improve or will he be faced with increasing tax demands? 

While no one can accurately predict the future, it 
would be safe to assume that unless additional sources of 
revenue are found for the town, the property owner can 
expect little relief and may be confronted with an even 
heavier tax bruden. People have been saying for years 
that the property owner is carrying all the tax load he can 
but so far little has been done to relieve him. Until the 
owners of property make an issue of their plight, it is 
unlikely that relief will come their way. On the other 
hand, unless it does, the average Mr. and Mrs. Citizen may 


find home-owning unappealing. .... It may be cheaper to

A whale’s tooth, a century ago, was enough 
“money” in the Fiji Islands to buy a large canoe.

of being not only a medium of exchange, but of being 
chewed for sustenance or used to light a fire. 

Dog’s teeth are still used as small change in parts 
of the Solomons, and nutil a centuury ago, sea-shells 
called “cowries” constituted the chief “money” in cir- 
culation in Uganda. 

Like gold, all these strange currencies had in- 
trinsic value and could not be mass-produced. Goyern- 
ments, in those days, could not increase their spend- 
ing and pay their bills by turning out an extra flow 
of whale’s teeth, or cowrie shells, or gold. Thus the 
yalue and purchasing power of these primitive cur- 
rencies did not depreciate every year. 

Nowadays, wiht government having a monopoly over 
the “manufacture” of money through such institutions 
as central banks, the supply of money poses no real. 
problem. If more is wanted, governments simply re- 
sort to printing enough to meet their requirements. 

This being so, folks whose savings are represented 
in truth of dollar have no sure way of protecting the 
yalue and the purchasing power of those sayings. No 
such problem, which the economists call inflation, 
ever face the Fiji Islands, whose savings were repre-

FOREIGN TRADE AND UNEMPLOYMENT 

Whether or not too much reliance can be placed on 
current predictions that mid-year will see the hoped for 
turn for the better in economic conditions in the country 
the government would do well to exercise caution in 
looking for any worthwhile improvement — other, of 
course, than the normal seasonal upturn which, at that 
might be somewhere short of normal — in the unemploy- 
ment situation in the country. 

Evidence accumulates that much of the current 
unemployment in Canada is due to operations in many 
sections of the secondary manufacturing industries well 
below capacity; and it is not easy to visualize any early up- 
turn in general business conditions having much of an 
effect on the majority of companies in that field. The 
problem is that many companies in the secondary manu- 
facturing industries, aside altogether from failure to de- 
velop export markets for their products, have been exper- 
iencing increasing difficulty in maintaining a reasonable

segment of the domestic market therefor. 
Two major factors militate against the economic well- 
being of this country’s secondary manufacturing. Costs, — 
by and large, are out of line with those of manufacturers — 
in Great Britain and Western Hurope — and more parti- 
cularly with Hong Kong and Japan. And the attitude of 
the federal government — and this applies not alone to — 
the present administration but to either of the two major 
opposition parties — towards tariff assistance for sorely 
pressed industries offers no palliative for the situation. 
Canada's secondary industries require more than the 
assistance of trade commissioners in pointing the i 
new markets for their production. What they bad 
today is an opportunity of competing for business 
markets in question.

These bars keep well and 
may be made 2 or 3 weeks be- 
fore use. Beat 3 eggs and gra- 
dually beat in 1 cup of liquid 
honey. Combine, sift, then 
stir in 14% cups of sifted cake 
flour, 4% a teaspoon of salt, 
and 1 teaspoon of baking pow- 
der. 

Using a food chopper, grind 
2 cups of dates and 1 cup of 
nuts; stir into batter. Place 
the batter in a greased and 
floured 9-13 inch pan. Bake 
in a 350 degree F. oven for 
approximately 30 minutes. 
When cool, cut into 42 2%-1- 
inch bars. Store in a tightly 
covered tin.

Q. How can | remove some 
catsup stains from any line 
tablecloth?

Commenting on a radio pro- 
gram on CKLY Sunday after- 
noon concerning county coun- 
cils, Warden Charles Hodgson 
of Victoria has branded the 
tone of the program “mislead- 


sary.” 


The program was presented 
jointly by the radio station 
and the Lindsay Jaycees, and 
special guest for the show - 
called “‘Let’s Face It” - -was 
Reeve Harry Peirce of Lind- 
say, who spoke out against the 
existing system of county coun- 
cils, 


Said Warden Hodgson, “The 
reeves of Omemee, Woodville, 
Fenelon Falls and Bobcaygeon 
are very capable men — well 
able to look after their muni- 
cipalities. The Reeve of Lind- 
say has not always been infal- 
lible. There are two sides to a 
story.” 


During the half-hour radio 
show Sunday, Reeve Peirce! 
was questioned about his views: 
by a panel of Jaycee Club 
members. 


“Government was made for 
the people—not people for a 
government,” said the reeve. 
“In my opinion, the present 
county council system has out- 
lived its usefullness.” He ar- 


since that time there have 
been many changes . . . The 
way of life, and the problems’ 
today are different due, 
mainly to industrial develop- 
ment. He refuted the oft-repeat 
ed tenet that Victoria Coun-) 
ty is chiefly a rural community, | 
stacking up the populations of 
Lindsay and other communit-| 
jes, with those of townships. 
“The democratic principal of 
representation by population | 
has long since been violated 
in the county system,” he stat-

Reeve Peirce continued. 
“Any government that requir) 
es other governments to raise. 
the money has a tendency to, 
become a little careless. With) 
urban municipalities paying:

In answer to another ques- 
tion, the reeve felt that the 
county system was financially 
detrimental for the town. “Our 
contribution this year will be a 
net of $191,468.69. In my op- 
inion this is out of proportion 
with what the town receives.” 


Asked for his alternative to 
the existing system— Reeve 
Peirce prt forth the following 
suggestions: The county should 
disregard township boundar- 
ies, and zone the area, with pos 
sibly five or seven representa 
tives instead of the present 
number. ‘These representa: 
tives would be elected by the 
taxpayers of the respective 
zones. The county should 
send out tax bills directly to 
all property owners in all 
zones, to meet the county cost.| 
The present road system should 
be eliminated with the Depart- 
ment taking over the main 
roads, and the townships look- 
ing after less important roads.

Former Gooderham man carries 
the gospel message to remote 


Arctic regions 

When a former Gooderham 
man flies his gospel aircraft 
over barren Arctic wastes he 
literally flies on wings of faith 
.. The man is Rev. John Spil- 
lenaar, a Pentecostal mission- 
ary, now stationed at South 
Porcupine, near Timmins. 

He spends much of his time 
flying from one lonely mission 
station to another, all through 
the north country, supervising 
operations and preaching the 
gospel. The name painted on 
his plane, a Cessna 180, is 
“Wings of the Gospel.” 

“I am never alone in the 
plane,” said the reverend,” The 
Lord is always with me. I 
would not be able to do it were 
it not for the courage I receive 
from Him.” 

Reyerend Spillenaar has 
been working for his faith in 
the northern part of Ontario 
and Canada for the past 24 
years. He has been a “flying 
missionary” for the past 11 
years. He made an interest- 
ing point when he noted that 
in actual fact, most northern 
missions are far more remote 
and inaccessible than over- 
seas missions. 

With 11 years of bush-flying 
experience behind him, Mr. 
Spillenaar could relate many 
exciting, and sometimes near 


hy airplane

claims it was only his faith in 
God that saw him through to 
a safe landing. 

Reverend Spillenaar is not 
unfamiliar with this area, as 
he lived for a while in Gooder 
ham when his father pastored 
a church there.

After he finished college, 
“Tt seemed to be God's calling 
for me to go north,” he said. 
He originally wanted to go to 
Greenland, but at the time he 
began his preaching career, 
Geenland was not open to mis- 
sionaries. He started around 
North Bay and kept moving 
further north as the country 
developed. “Eventually I decid- 
ed that the only practical way 
to get around in the North was 
by plane,” he stated.

As we observe this trouble spot. we cannot help won- 
dering if it will make Canadians any more conscious of 
the need for civil defence. Everyone has observed the 
apathy which has prevailed in this direction almost ever 
since the possibility of a nuclear war arose - It has 
been virtually impossible to persuade the majority of 
people to participate. 

If the situation in Cuba wor: 
too late to toss together any kind of an effective civil 
defense organization in Canada. On the other hand if it 
manages to cool out without resulting in a major conflict, 
and everyone hopes it will, can it be expected that the pre- 
carious position of this nation in the event of war between 
Russia and United States will be fully recognized and 
positive steps taken to provide adequate civil defense.

TWO AMERICANS, SEVEN CUBANS DIE 

Radio Havana reports that two Americans and seven 
Cubans died this morning before Castro firing squads. 
The Americans were Angus McNair of Coral Gables, 
Florida, and Howard Anderson of Yakima, Washington — 
both convicted of anti-castro activities. In a major crack- 
down, the Castro regime has rounded up some one- 
thousand political prisoners, including 20 Americans and 
100 Roman Catholic Priests, Castro's internal security 
measures followed a rebel air raid last night on a govern- 
ment air field at the edge of Havana. The extent of the 
damage is unknown, but the three planes — two B-26 
bombers and a light plane — reportedly returned safely 
to the revolutionary beachhead on Cuba’s southern coast. 
An anti-Castro report indicates the invaders may have 
staged a second landing on Cuba’s northern coast. . . .or 
driven all the way across the island from the south. 
CALLS ON U. N. FOR CONDEMNATION 

In a session that lasted past midnight (EST), Russia’s 
U-N ambassador called on the United Nations for a con- 
demnation of the U. S. for its alleged role in the Cuban 
fighting. Soviet Ambassador Zorin submitted a resolu- 
tion demanding U-N support for Castro and the disarming 
of all anti-Castro elements outside Cuba. U. S. Ambassa- 
dor Stevenson repeated President Kennedy’s denial of 
U. S. participation. An estimated seven-thousand leftists 
are marching in the streets of Tokyo in protest against the 
alleged U, S. role in the Cuban invasion. But their march 
of the U. S. Embassy was turned away by some 500 
policemen. In Sofia, Bugaria, thousands of Communist 
demonstrators stoned the U. S. legation. 
HOVERING BETWEEN LIFE AND DEATH 

An exile radio station in the Carribean claims that 
Cuban economic Czar Ernesto Guevara is hovering 

_ between life and death as a result of a recent self-inflicted 

wound. The brodcast said an informant from the city of 
Pinar Del Rio said Guevara shot himself after remarking 
that he was a “failure as a communist.” The informant 
said Guevara’s condition is critical. 
TRIAL RECESSES ‘TILL FRIDAY 

The trial of accused mass murderer Adolf Eichmann 
has recessed until Friday. Today the Jewish court heard 
a taped statement made by Hichmann shortly after he 
arrived in Israel to stand trial on charges of killing six 
million Jews under Nazism, Eichmann said repeatedly 
that he did it all under orders, that he hated the job and 
really was a sensitive fellow. But he did not ask for 
mercy, saying he did not deserve it. 
MAY STRENGTHEN CHANCES 

There is speculation among informed Ottawa sources 
thaf South Africa’s withdrawal may have strengthened 
chances for future commonwealth meetings to be held in 
capitals other than London. Prime Minister Diefen- 
baker has in the past suggested that some conferences 
be moved to other commonwealth capitals. Informants 
say south Africa’s touchy racial issue has been one of the 
main stumbling blocks to implementing Mr. Diefen- 
baker's plan. Now, they say the principle basis of this 
Issue appear to have been removed. 
SEARCH FOR TWO MEN 

Montreal police are searching for two men who 
staged a 50-thousand dollar diamond robbery in the heart 
of the city yesterday. The men — dressed in the uniforms 
of a burglary protection firm — fled after the robbery 
leaving three men, including a federal tax official, bound 
and gagged. 
RESULTS IN $100,000 DAMAGE 

A fire early today in St. Catharines, Ontario, has re- 
sulted in an estimated one-hundred-thousand dollars 
damage to a three-story building. The structure housed 
a men’s social club on the top floor and the offices of four 
business establishments on the other two levels. The 
cause of the blaze is not known.

THE TAX RATE IS REDUCED... 

Lindsay's 1961 tax rate has been reduced after a pro- 
longed pudget-setting period during which efforts were 
made to keep those budget factors directly under the 
town’s control at a minimum. Unfortunately, this per- 
centage of the total budget is not great and Lindsay’s tax 
rate is predominately influenced by two factors ~ Its 
share of the county levy and the educational demands of 
public, high and separate schools. Its council has virtual- 
ly no say in the matter of educational costs because school 
pudgets are determined by the var1ous boards, These 
boards make their demands and it is up to the council 
to finance them with the taxpayers’ money. They are 
powerless to force budget reductions. ; 

How the reduced tax rate will affect the town’s tax- 
payers will depend entirely upon how they were affected 
by the recent re-assessment ..-.- > If their assessment 
increased substantially, the reduced rate will mean they 
must pay more taxes... ++» If their assessment was un- 
changed or lowered. they will pay somewhat less. 

Tt was apparent from following the budget-setting 
proceedings, the chances of a substantial reduction im 
taxes on the basis of present major demands which are 
beyond council's control were and will continue to be 


remote. 


THE PROPOSED SOUTHEAST SECTION SEWER 

It was interesting to note that the residents of 
southeast Lindsay (that section west of the Scugog 
River and north of the former southern town bound- 
ary) were getting support in their request for sewage 
service from the Lindsay Water Commission. Board 
Chairman Maurice Collins has pointed out that these 
people have contributed to general town development 
for years without being able to fully enjoy it .> . 
The area has helped finance sewers in other parts of 
Lindsay and the construction and maintenance of a 
sewage disposal plant without benefit of their services. 
The chairman’s position was that these people 
shouldn't be called upon to pay the full cost of sewer 
installations to service their homes. We believe this 
feeling will be generally shared. 

There is another side to this matter which hasn't 
been mentioned and that has to do with the future 
development of new areas in enlarged Lindsay. It 
would be grossly unfair to proceed with servicing 
such developments while the patient people in the 
southeast section of town lacked essential services 
... “First here, first served’ should certainly apply. 

The only surprising thing about the situation in 
the section of Lindsay under discussion is that residents 
have shown as much patience as they have... it 
should merit some reward. 


THE COUNTY COUNCIL CONTROVERSY 

There is a growing interest in the controversy which 
has arisen in the wake of some pronouncements on the 
county council system of government by Lindsay's reeve. 
It is a good thing for people to express their dissatisfac- 
tions with any situation providing the aim is to bring 
about improvement and not simply criticize for the sake 
of criticizing. 

We firmly believe that it would be a good thing for 
the country if there were less apathy on the part of the 
people toward other levels of government. For a country 
of about 18 million population, we appear to be grossly 
over-government and inclined to become more so. Not 
only that, much of the actual administrative work is not 
being done by the elected governments but by various 
boards and commissions which really govern the people 
without being directly responsible fo them. Governments 
today seem more concerned with multiplying their 
various agencies than with coming to grips with actual 
administration of those affairs their representatives 
placed them in office to look after. We see this all down 
the line and it is only necessary for someone to have busin- 
ess to do with any level of government to quickly discoyer 
how many channels they must go through to arrive at 
their destination. 

We believe it would shock this nation to see in black 
and white what this red tape, for that is what a lot of it 
boils down to, is costing them in hard-earned tax dollars. 
It may well be time that a Royal Commission was 
formed to probe all levels of government and come up 
with recommendations streamlining what is becoming a 
cumbersome and far too costly system. We doubt if many 
of the administrative practices employed in government 
circles today would find favor in the eyes of a group of 
hard-headed businessmen and citizens who have heen try- 
ing to make ends meet the hard way - by resourcefulness, 
careful budgeting, and with the certain knowledge that if 
their economics aren’t sound they will end up in bank- 
ruptcy. 

The slogan “Let’s Face It”’ is an apt one - Maybe we 
should face up to the fact that we are governed to death 
and that this is a luxury Canadians can ill afford. 


THE TOWN CLERK’S RETIREMENT 

The announced intention of Town Clerk W. R. Allely 
to retire from office was a development which was not a 
complete surprise to those close to municipal affairs but 
confirmation of the fact has been learned with regret. 
We can only hope that the time of its taking effect will be 
delayed as long as possible and that in the years to come 
he will be not only available in an advisory capacity but 
officially retained as advisor to the town. We cannot 
visualize a man of Mr. Allely’s long experience and skill 
as being ready to retire completely from the municipal 
scene, It would be a shame to have the town deprived of 
his knowledge gained over nearly half a century of 
service. 

Throughout the years, those who have reported coun- 
cil meetings and otherwise been associated with the 
town’s affairs, have observed just how much councillors 
and others have depended on him for guidance relative 
to the town’s administration. As the volume and com- 
plicity of municipal business increased, this dependence 
on the clerk became noticeably greater. It has only been 
in recent times that Mr. Allely has been given a measure 
of relief through the appointment of an assistant, a step 
which was really long overdue.

AT INCOME TAX TIME 
“These 50,000 men and women are the people who have 
a door key to every home in the nation, the power to strip 
the citizen of every vestige of fiscal provacy, the power 
to impose fines and punishment Upon the individual, to 
force him to perform endless hours of paper work to 
prove he is not guilty. This is a complete reversal of the 
fundamental principle of American jurisprudence 
namely that every man is innocent until proven guilty.” 
The aforegoing is an excerpt from an article entitled 
“The Socialistic Sixteenth” appearing in the March issue 
of Mercury Magazine. In the article, writer Fred G,. 


Clark is making an impassioned plea for the abolishment . 


of the present American personal income tax system. It 
contains some truths which are equally applicable to the 
Canadian income tax as witness these further comments: 
“There are only two small groups of people who escape 
the full penalty of this law - the poor and the rich. The 
enormous majority consisting of some 50,000,000 taxpay- 
ers who make up our middle class citizens take it on the 
chin. The low income brackets can and do get away with 
not reporting income because, as a business proposition, 
the amount invalved is not worth the cost of finding and 
prosecuting them. In the high income tax brackets it 
pays the government to go through them with a fine- 
toothed comb, and it also pays these taxpayers to hire 
expensive legal talent enabling them to avoid the full 
impact of the tax. There is a big difference between tax 
evasion and tax avoidance . . . . the first is a crime, the 
second is legal. 

“Regarding the effect of this law on the productivity 
of the economy the evidence is all around us. People who 
could earn more by doing additional needed work have no 
incentive to do it. Corporations have difficulty getting 
junior executives to accept promotion and added respon- 
sibility. because the small amount of extra take-home pay 
after taxes is not worth it. Capable executives whose 
services are badly needed in business and industry retire 
at an early age because if they continued they would 
simply be working for the government. The cream of 
the medical profession performs far less service than it 
could because most of the additional income goes to the 
tax gatherer. 


“1 the administration is worried about a lag in the .. 


growth of the American economy - here is a good place to 
look for an answer. 

“They are all yalid objections to the continuance of 
this poorly conceived and poorly administered piece of 
legislation. But the most valid objection is its arrogant 
and arbitrary invasion of civil rights. Its recorded 
transgressions are bad enough; its potential transgres- 
sions are truly frightening. I would like to express this, 
not only in my own words, but in those of the late Thomas 
David Schall, United States Senator from Minnesota. Here 
is what he said: 

“The one glaring governmental agency that consti- 
tutes a menace to the citizens is the Income Tax Bureau, 
which often goes outside the constitutional limitations and 
frequently harasses citizens by unjust exactions and by 
the oppressive conduct of its agents.” 

And then the writer sums up: “Nothing is as powerful 
as an idea whose time has come, and nothing as vulnerable 
and as easily defeated as an idea that has been tried and 
found wanting. The time for somebody to do something 
about it is right now. Almost nobody except social refor- 
mers likes this law. Those who say it cannot be done 


place too much importance on the left-wing socialist influ- 


This group is powerful, but 
there is something more powerful than anybody - and 
this is everybody!”

To the Canadian taxpayer, whose hopes for tax re- 
lief in the forthcoming federal budget have already been 
shattered by realization of the current fiscal condition of 
the government, the recommendations of the MacPherson 
Royal Commission on Transportation, if they hardly came 
as a shock, having been generally expected, took a little 
more joy out of their lives. How, they must be asking 
themselves, are the subsidies to the railroads called for in 
the report to be met? 

As a consequence of the breakdown in the latest 
federal-provincial tax conference with the federal 
government making plain that the provinces can expect 
nothing further in grants in lieu of taxes, the provinces, 
one by one, are turning to additional taxation in order to 
make ends meet. Ontario has instituted a provincial sales 
tax; Quebec, which had indicated that the cost of its hos- 
pital plan would be met without resort to public levy, 
decided that the taxpayer in the province would have to 
meet some of the cost. Manitoba, in the provincial budget 
just brought down, is planning increases in the gasoline 
tax and the tax on diesel fuel.

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NEW FLOWER 
VARIETIES 
When planting gardens this 
spring, Canadian gardeners 
should plan to include some of 
the 24 new varieties tested at 
the Canada Department of Ag- 


riculture’s Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, last 
year. 


“They're on the market this 
spring and many are well worth 
growing,” states R. W. Oliver, 
horticulturist with the depart 
ment’s Plant Research Insti- 
tute. 

The new varieties more than 
held their own amongst the 
colorful tangle of blooms of 
120 different varieties grown 
at the experimental farm in 
1960. ‘The two dozen new flow- 
ers were sent to the farm by 
seed companies for testing. 

Most outstanding of the new- 
comers, said Mr. Oliver, are 
antirrhinums, commonly call- 
ed snapdragon. He rates a new 
hybrid group in six colors, 
known as Rockets, as “excel- 
lent.” 

“They are far superior to the 
older, tall varieties because of 
their long straight stems and 
the flowers are well placed on 
long spikes,” he said. In tests 
at the experimental farm no 
stakes were used but very few 
plants were proken by wind. 

Mr. Oliver also liked two 
new double varieties, Cream 
Puffs and Vanguard, but in his 
opinion the extra flower parts 
give the spikes a “Clubby” ap- 
pearance. Cream Puffs is a 
creamy white with a gold lip. 
Vanguard is clear bright rose 
with a gold lip. Both plants 
continued to produce spikes 
over a long period when prop- 
erly cut. 

Several new China asters 
also would be a welcome ad- 
dition to any garden. Among 
the new ones tested is early 
Charm with a pleasing range 
of color in good proportions. 

The plants, about 18 inches 
high, each have several three- 
inch double flowers that bloom

Clinton Blue and Pink Lady 
are asters of the American 
branching type. They produce 
large, fully double flowers on 
long stems and are true to col- 
our, Another good new aster, 
Mr. Oliver said, is Pink Peony 
although it is very pale in col- 
or. 
Discounting the wide public- 
ity given to Gloriosa daisies, he 
rates them as “coarse-looking 
for the average garden al- 
though they make striking bou- 
quets.”” 2 

The double strain of Glori- 
osa daisies is not fully fixed 
yet, he said, There are many 
semi-double types and a few 
that have only only the outer 
whorls of ray florets. These, 
he stated, have mahogany 
markings that frequently make 
them more attractive than the 
fully double, gold ones. 

MANY KINDS OF HAM 

ALL OF THEM GOOD 

There are many kinds of 
cured and smoked ham. Al- 
though ready-to-eat ham 1s 
safe to use as purchased, fur- 
ther cooking will improve tex- 
ture and flavour. The term 
“tenderized” refers to a meth- 
od of processing and does not 
mean that the ham has been) 
cooked, 

Canned hams are ready-to 
eat, or they may be re-heated 
after removal from the can, 
advises the Food and Nutrition 
Department, Macdonald Insti- 
tute, Guelph. 

Ham varies greatly in price, 
fully cooked or boned hams 
costing more. A wise home- 
maker will try to take advan- 
tage of any specially featured 
cuts of ham. 

For each serving, allow ¥2- 
34 pound uncooked with bone 
or 1/3 pound boneless ham, 
and 1/3 pound cooked with 
bone or 4-1/8 pound boneless 
cooked ham. 


Sauteed Ham Slices With 
Onions For Four 

| Melt %4 cup butter and 
lightly brown 1 cup sliced 
jonions. Place 142 pounds of 
jham cut into four slices on 
top of the onions. Brown ham 
slowly, turning once, until it is 
tender and browned all over.

Already 24 Mental Health clinics 
have been placed where they 
have been most needed and the 
Ontario Department of Health 
hopes to double this number at 
least.

These clinics bring diagnosis 
and treatment to people who 
might otherwise have received 
none and spent their lives wholly 
or partially disabled because of 
a mental condition, or who would 
require admission to a mental

As another example, consid- 
er penicillin. A patient may 
get an injection or two with- 
out mishap. But if his tissues 
become sensitized to this medi- 
cation, he may develop a sev- 
ere reaction fo it after a third 
or fourth injection. (That is 
why doctors should take the 
precaution of performing a 
skin test before giving penicil- 
lin to the patient.) 

The fundamental problem 
of allergy is still a problem to 
doctors, so don’t feel disheart-| 
ened if I haven’t made it com- 
pletely clear to you. But I hope 
an inkling of the basic truths 
have filtered through to you. 

Now you will at least under- 
stand why we give ‘‘antihista- 
minie” drugs (to counteract 
the liberated histamine which 
causes so much of the discom- 
fort). 

And why skin tests are often 
so important in managing al- 
lergy (they help determine 
which antigens, or foreign sub- 
stances, are doing the dirty 
work). Discovering the cause, 
we can often eliminate it or 
neutralize it. : 

For example if we discover 
that a man is especially sensi- 
tive to dust, we can cut down 
his attacks of asthma by having 
him sleep in a room which is 
scrubbed clean of dust. 

For the same reason, elimin- 
ation diets are important also.

Homemade jewellery from gems 


gathered ‘ 


“Many beautiful stones suit- 
able for setting, are found in 


Canada, some as close as 
Bancroft.” The speaker was 
Nancy Meek, who was the) 


guest lecturer at the April 
meeting of the Lindsay Art 
Guild. She and husband John 
Pocock are the well-known 
Toronto team celebrated for 
their handmade jewellery. In 


many of their spectacular 
creations they have used Can- 
adian stones with great 


effectiveness. Miss Meek said 
blue sodalite is common to 
Bancroft, and is picked up in 
the rough. Cutting and polish- 
ing is another craft and an- 
other hobby. It ‘s an expensive 
process, for often the stones 
must fumble together for two 


| or three weeks, in a revolving 


drum. Other Canadian stones 
which they use are agate; a 
reddish jasper; garnet which 
is not of the best quality, jade, 
obsidium, a volcanic rock 
with contrasting colours fused 
together. Many striking ex- 
amples of their work contained 
stones from far countries: - 
moonstones from Burma, 


|Chinese jade, Mexican opals, 


shells from many shores, tour- 
maline. 

The speaker gave an outline 
of the history of jewellery 
from the earliest known times 


| when man adorned his person} 


or his wifes person with} 
stones which had attracted 
him. She described the scarabs 


carved by the Egyptians and) 
| signed on the back - the origin 


of our “signet” rings. The 
Greeks used gold. It embodied 
their ideals of perfection, be- 
ing perfect in indestructible, 
unlike silver or bronze, which 
corroded. The Etruscans de- 
veloped a filigree, made from 
tiny golden grains, which has 
defied imitation. The secret of 
how such grains could have 
been made into designs has 
not been discovered. In the 
middle ages craftsmanship 
was very high, and the Church 
great patron of the arts of 
that period, encouraged the 
use of metal and precious 
stones for book covers, chalices 
and ornaments. Stones began 
to take on mystical properties. 
The amethyst came to be 
identified with the bishop, and 
drunkeness! 
This period produced the 
greatest craftsman of all times, 
the goldsmith Benvenuto Cel- 
lini, whose exquisite work still 
draws artists and pilgrims, as| 
to a shrine. Much of the 
beauty in metal was melted 


| down, as it was in a late age, 


a sacrifice to the demands of 
war. 

Often very similar designs 
were found in various coun- 
tries, even before there was} 


|any communication between 


them. The speaker explained

The speaker's friendly and 
informal style inspired a lively 
question period, at the sugges- 
tion of the president, Miss 
Nellie King. Some of the 
answers were personal anec- 
dotes about engagement and 
wedding rings which must suit 
the customer; cuff-links for 
Lord Beaverbrook, with bea- 
vers; the luminosity of real 
pearls. and the frustrating 
fact that the gem of the best 
colour, “the one you always 
want,” is invariably the most 
expensive.

THE TIME CONTROVERSY BEGINS AGAIN : 
With the approach of the return to Daylight Saying 
Time in this and other communities across the nation, the 
time controversy re-opens again, Daylight Saving Time 
has never been fully accepted - Some areas adopt it, others 
do not and the result is confusion for those whose business 
is subject to rigid schedules and those whose way of life 
prohibits its satisfactory adoption. é 
Farmers, and this is predominately a farming com- 
munity, have never given Daylight Saving Time the Seal 
of approval. Their reason is obvious ~ it is always in dis- 
pute with natural Jaws and much of their work depends on 
working in harmony with: nature. Take the haying and 
general harvesting season for example. Getting off to an 
hour's earlier start in the day is not practical because of 
the overnight moisture factor which makes it inadvisable 
fo begin these operations until the sun has done its early 
morning work. Advancing the clock an hour has abso- 
jutely no effect on the sun - it adheres to a schedule which 


is as old as time itself.

PARKING AUTHORITY — WHAT IS IT? 

There has been some discussion here lately con- 
cerning the formation of a “parking authority” but no 
one seems to be too clear as to just what the term 
means. This applies not only to the average man 
on the street but to several members of council with 
whom we have talked. On the face of it, it would 
appear that the concern of those who propose this 
arrangement is primarily with providing adequate 
parking facilities in downtown Lindsay. However, 
the term “parking authority” suggests an organization 
or group vested with certain powers which might or 
might not serve the best interests of the town, how- 
ever well-intentioned. This, of course, could only 
be determined in the lrght of a clear definition of the 
proposed arrangement. 

In the meantime, it seems that all that is really 
required to deal with the parking problems confront- 
ing the town is a committee appointed by council 
which would survey the situation and report its find- 
ings for that elected body's .:ction. i 
MORTGAGING THE FUTURE... 

The other day we received a very interesting letter 
from Reeye B.A, Cameron of Bexley Township. In his 
letter, Mr. Cameron outlines many of the problems 
which have to be resolved by the council of the town- 
ship and in conclusion he makes several absorbing 
observations. 

One of these reads: “In summing up the tax pro- 
blem, I might say that the money is already spent in- 
sofar as the 1961 council is concerned — It will be up 
to the 1962 council to tighten down or we will be 
financially broke.” 

And then he goes on to reflect on the trend of 
financing at the government and personal Jeyel these 
days in the following words: “It seems the only way 
to live these days is to keep behind the grindstone, As 
our wage index is far below our cost of living, it makes 
it impossible to get to a place of retirement — To the 
ayerage worker it is “work life out to keep lifein’. The 
old age pensioner can just barely exist, while others, it 
seems, receive more than their share. Sorry to say, it 
seems to be getting worse each year as the cost of 
living and taxation arises. Where, everyone is asking, 
is it all going to end?” 

Reflecting on these remarks, we couldn’t help but 
wonder if the plight of municipalities and many in- 
dividuals isn’t simply the end product of mortgaging 
the future and if, howeyer unpleasant the prospect, the 
time hasn’t arrived when the suit is again going to 
have to be cut according to the cloth. ‘That’s the 
way our forefathers had to do it and no one has yet 
been able to show the world how to get two suits out of 
the materia] for one, even though we may be pre- 
pared to sacrifice the vests. 


Reports and Remarks... 


President Kennedy's speech on Cuba before the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors has aroused more 
controversy than its importance perhaps warranted. 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev, as was to be expected, has 
denounced the President for justifying “actions against 
the security and independence of other peoples’. Even 
in the West, however, one paragraph in the speech has 
caused uneasiness. Said the President: 

If the nations of this hemisphere should fail to 
meet their commitments against outside Communist 
penetration, then I want it clearly understood that 
this government will not hesitate in meeting its pri- 
mary obligations which are to the security of our own 
nation. 

This is interpreted by some critics as implying a new 
policy — a “Kennedy Doctrine” to supplement the Mon- 
roe Doctrine — by which the United States considers 
itself entitled to intervene by force if any nation of the 
Western Hemisphere adopts what Washington considers 
a communist of semi-Communist form of government or 
develops too friendly relations with the Soviet bloc. This, 
it is suggested, may apply even to Canada. 

We think that this is reading altogether too much 
into the speech, There is no indication that the President 
was proposing any such drastic change in U.S. foreign 
policy. If he had had that intention, he would hardly have 
made the announcement in a luncheon speech. 

The circumstances surrounding the speech 
also need to be considered. It was delivered just

—-which can be gauged to af- 
ford som econtrol over mozt- 
gage rates just as the Bank of 
Canada controls credit.

RUBBER CHECKS FOR ROAD SAFETY 

A Northern Ireland firm have invented a new, 
safe way to mark road verges — rubber posts cored 
with a steel spiral spring and reinforced at the base 
for fixing in concrete, A reflecting foil at the top of the 
post is clearly visible through heavy fog or rain. 

But should a car hit the rubber marker, it will 
give way damaging the car and then spring back to its 
original position, 

A number of these posts have been installed on a 
stretch of new road in Northern Ireland and Goyern- 
ment and police experts are impressed by their safety 
value and low cost, say the makers, Hamilton Ltd, 
Gullingtree Road, Belfast, Northern Ireland. 

Meanwhile workers at Britain’s Road Research 
Laboratory are testing a new-type lamp post made of 
thin sheet metal which, when hit by a car, crumples 
at the base, acting as a buffer and damaging only 
the bumper and radiator.

Good sharp carving tools, 
properly cooked meat, and 
plenty of elbow room are es- 
sential requirements for any 
successful carver. If meat is 
over-cooked, it cannot be slic- 
ed easily, since the connect- 
ive tissue has probably been 
dissolved and the muscle fibres 
will fall apart. 

Not all meat cuts are bone- 
less, so it is helpful if the car- 
yer learns the location of bones 
and joints and the direction in 
which the muscle fibres run 
before starting to carve. In 
making a slice, the carver 
should cut across the fibres 
wherever possible, as this 
shortens the fibres and makes 
a more desirable serving. To 
cut across fibres (i.e. across the 
grain) in most roasts means 
making the slices parallel to

“The Communists realize, and 
are looking for, their greatest 
opportunities for expansion in 
the newly independent coun- 
tries, and in those which will 
soon be independent,” he said. 
“One by one these countries 
have been staying within the 
circle of Western influence, 
and are developing along the 
lines of Western ideals. As 
long as these countries remain 
friendly to the West,” he said, 
“Marx is being denied - and 
Khrushchev is trying to put a 
stop to this.” 

The speaker noted that Rus- 
sia had other complaints about 
the United Nations, and said, 
“The U. N. appears as an ex: 
tension of Western ideals. He 
said that through the years 
the U. N. has largely been de- 
veloped by Western powers, 
Western ideas and Western 
secretariats.

STOP! . e o Killing yourself

RAYNAUD’‘S DISEASE 

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: Will 
you please discuss Raynaud’s 
disease? For the past year 
my fingers suddenly become 
dead white and then turn deep 
red after a while. I am espe- 
cially afraid that someday my 
fingers may become gangre- 
nous and require amputation. 
Mrs. G., New York. 


Answer: I am not sur- 
prised that the request has 
come from a woman. Statis- 
tics show that about three out 
of every four patients with 
this condition are females. 


Let me give you some reas- 


surance right away. Don't 
worry about gangrene and the 
need for amputation. Such 
complications are extremely 
rare. 

Most patients with this con- 
dition can live out a normal 
life span. In itself, it is not 
a cause of death. In fact, only 
about one in three patients. 
gets any complications at 
all. These usually consist of 
fissures and ulcerations 
which,, in the more severe 
cases, may leave some scaring 
in the fingers or toes. 

The patient with Raynaud's 
disease (and it usually begins 
before 40 in about three-quar- 
ters of patients) complains 
about a deathly whiteness of 
the fingers (or toes). This is 
due to a spasm of the smaller 
arteries. Exposure to cold 
and emotional stress are im- 
portant factors. Pain is not 
usually a symptom, but ting- 
ling and numbness are com- 
mon. After the whiteness 
comes excessive redness when 
the circulation is restored. 

When true Raynaud’s is pre- 
sent, the patient usually feels 
well otherwise. He has no fey- 
er, loss of weight, fatigue or 
other signs of illness. How- 
ever, if such do occur, the doc- 
tor must be sure to rule out 
other causes such as arterio- 
sclerotic obliteration of arter- 
jes, scleroderma, rheumatoid 
arthritis, lupus, lead or arsenic 
poisoning, and diseases of the 
nervous system. The correct 
diagnosis is important. 

If it is true Raynaud's, the 
patient should protect his fia- 
gers and toes from cold, heat 
and injury. There is, as yet 
no definate proof that tobac- 
co make it worse, but I woul 
not gamble on it. . 

Many patients feel better in 
a warmer climate, but peace of 
mind —- wherever you are — 
is quite important. So-called 
vaso-dilating drugs sometimes 
help. 

Many patients feel more

And 
probably happier! Neverthe- 
less, it should be used only for 
short periods (two ounces 
three or four times a day) to 
guard against habitation.

A Lovelier You

UPHOLSTERY FOR HIPBONES. A teen writes: Can 
anything be done for oversized hipbones? Mine are so big 
and sharp they show beneath my clothes. 


For all young lovelies with the problem, the answer 
comes in three parts: 


1. Work to build up the abdominal muscles. A powerful 
network of muscles acts like padding to round off the hip- 
bones. For the purpose, use this routine: 


Lie on back and raise legs perpendicular to floor. Keeping 
knees straight, spread feet, sidewise, until about 24 inches 
apart; hold position for a slow count of five; slowly bring 
feet together. Repeat 20 times daily, Throughout, pull in 
hard on abdominal muscles. 


2. If you are underweight, court gains with extra rest and 
rations. 


3. While awaiting developments, make an ally of clothing. 
A very lightweight, two-way stretch girdle, by distributing 
flesh, softens bony contours. Wearing two slips also helps 
the cause. Of course, full-skirted dresses are a natural, 
And when designed with unpressed pleats that fall over 
the hipbones, even straight skirts do a fine camouflage job. 


Above all, remember that as your figure matures you 
doubtless will “grow into” your hipbones. Then, they will 
appear normally proportioned.

What would springtime dinners be without ham and ‘Florida 
grapefruit? Although they usually appear on the menu separately, 
these two plentifuls are a good team when prepared together as 
a dinner entree. 

The juicy tartness of grapefruit goes well with ham and since 
the fruit lends itself to broiling it can be done right on the broiler 
rack with a thick ham slice. If you're not familiar with broiled or 
baked grapefruit, try it soon and see what a treat it can be. The 
heat seems to bring out the sunshine flavor of Florida's prize fruit 

This time of year brings lots of srapetrae from Florida to local 
markets so buy enough to serve often as juice halves, 
in salads and fruit cups, and in cooking. 


Broiled Grapefruit and Ham | 


2 Florida grapefruit 3 tablespoons brown sugar 
1 ready-to-eat I-inch thick 1 tablespoon catchup in 
ham slice 14 teaspoon Tal 


Cut Florida grapefruit in half; remove core if desired. Cut around 
each section loosening fruit from membrane. Do not cut around 
entire outer edge of fruit. Place ham in pre-heated broiler; broil 
10 minutes. While ham is broiling, blend together sugar, catchup 
and ‘Tabasco, Spread part of the topping over cut surface of grape- 
fruit halves. At end of 10 minutes. turn ham; spread with remain- 
ing topping. Piace grapefruit halves on broiler rack with ham. 
Broil slowly 15 to 20 minutes, or until heated through. Yield: 
4 servings. 

Note: If desired, ham and grapefruit may be baked in a moderate 
oven, (85(°F.) 45 minutes.
